Siicclflcatlons for the Proposed New Stcam- 
sUlps— lUlford Haven as a fort 
of CalL 

London, May 22.— Spocifioatlons for tho 
ships for the Hew England and Canada mail 
service have been completed and will be 
sent to the following ship building firms : 
The Armstrong Company of Nowoaatle, the 
Fairfield Company of Glaagow, the Naval 
Construction Company of Barrow; Swan & 
Hunter of Newoaatle, and J, & Q. Thomp- 
son of Glasgow. Tho apecifloations are for 
five large steamers, four for the Atlantic 
and one for the Pacific service. Probably 
three more will ba added to tho Paoi6o line, 
making possible a fortnightly service, if the 
Ottawa conference rooommeiids that Aus- 
tralia Bubaidizs tho Canadian-Auatralian 
company and tho rocommendationa are oar- 
riod out. Tho dimonsiona of tho Atlantic 
lola are ; Length, 572 foot ; breadth, C2 
feet ; depth, moulded, 42 feet; load draught, 
20. Tho vesaols will bo two feet deeper 
than tho Campania, but will carry 900 tons 
less coal than tho Campania, owing to tho 
shorter voyage. Each voaaal will have ao 
commodatiooB for 300 saloon paaiengers, 200 
cabin and 1,000 steerage paaaengera. The 
engines will be of 21,000 horse power, and 
tho speed in ordinary weather will be 2u 
knots. 

James E. Huddart, of the Canadian Paci- 
fic mail route to Australia, and party have 
boon on a cruise from Milford Haven under 
tlio auspices of the Great Weltern railway, 
tho Pembroke dook board and the local 
chamber of oommeiod.

London, May 22.— One of the dootors 
who examined the body of Anarchist Henri, 
who was guillotined Monday morning, ex 
pressed the opinion that he died of syncope, 
due to intense excitement, before the knife 
was released. Henri'a body will be cremat' 
d by the authoritiea to prevent a repetition 
f tho Anarchist; manifestations wken Vail 
Innt was buried. 

Codina, CereEuela, Sogaa, Bernat, Villa- 
rubia and Mir, AjsarohiBta, were executed at 
Barcelona on Monday morning outside the 
citadel of Mont Jnch. Sogaa and Cer«zuela 
joined in the prayera of the ptieata, and their 
companions ahouted revohitionary oriea. The 
Anarchists were placed in lino with their 
faces to the wall of the citadel. At the 
first volley from the troops only four of the 
convLota fell dead. A second volley waa 
neoeaaary to kill Sogaa and Codina. 

The German federation council haa not 
yet acted on the bill to repeal the anti-Jcauit 
law, although the reichstag sent up the meas 
ure weeks ago. This delay has caused in- 
creasing anxiety in certain circles, and the 
federal government have been flooded witli 
inquiries as to the significanoo of tho coun- 
cil a hesitation. 

Notice has been given that tho govern 
moot ia to be questioned regarding amend- 
ments to the customs act with a view to en 
abling tho colonies to conchuio preferential 
trade arrangements with one another. 

The Koelnische Zeitung aays that never 
before have the Berlin and Frankfort bourees 
experienced such a stagnation of trade. In 
Frankfort the total tranaaotiona of one day 
last week covered only 200 shares. Tho new 
bourse taxes have increased the depression, 
aa the parties to contracts have failed to 
make any general agreement how the taxes 
shall be shared, and therefore are hampered 
by tho noceasity of special provisions for 
every bargain. 

There was oonaiderable uproar in the 
French Deputies to-day over socialist 
Deputy Guisede's demand for urgency on 
the miners' eight hour bill, which waa finally 
referred to the ordinary labor committee. 
Premier Pereira then demanded the order of 
the day. pure and aimple, which waa reject- 
ed by 205 to 225. All the cabinet withdrew, 
and it ia reported they have resigned. 

The Graphic aays that an operation will 
ba performed on Mr. Gladatone'aeyes within 
the next ten days. Mr. Gladstone will re- 
main in town while recovering from the 
operation. 

It is Aaid that Prince Krapotkin, the 
celebrated nihilist, returned to Rnaaia in 
disguise some timo ago and was arreeted 

Bomo throe weeks since.

Tho Queen haa knighted Mr. Georgo Wil- 
liams, president ot the Young Men's Chria- 
tian Association. Mr. Williams waa the 
chief mover in tho formation of tho associa- 
tion and the honor is oonfurrod upon liim in 
connection with tho .'VRsociation's jubilee. 

The case of James Hailey, charged with 
burglary, c,»mo up in tho police court yester- 
day utternoon. Mr. Georgo Morphy. who 
lost a gold watch and chain, valued at §125, 
und somo small coins, took the stand. 
Among the small change missed waa an Im- 
perial shilling of tb" Jubilee mintage but 
bearing the date of 1891. Such a coin waa 
found on the priaoner at the time of hia 
arraab. Witness had visited all the banka, 
a nnmber of cigar atorea, saloona and busi- 
ness honaes aince in aearoh of a similar cdn 
but could not find one. All said it was 
very scarce. Mr. A. A. Aaronson, anexperton 
colna, bad alao stated that the coin was a very 
rare one and 'seldom met with. Sergeant 
Levin described the footprints undor tho 
window by which entrance was cfTeoted to 
tho house. One print, the left foot, waa 
found to coincide exactly with tho foot of 
tho prisoner. Bailey took tho matter up 
on hia own behalf and asked a number of 
very shrewd questions.

EAST KOOTENAY AFFAIRS. 

The Provincial Secretary Speaks of What He 
Haw on the Trip Just Completed. 

Hon. Col. James Baker, Provincial Secre- 
tary, returned to Victoria last evening, after 
a trip through his constituency of East 
Kootenay. To the Colonist he said : 

" Politically everything is very satisfac- 
tory in my district. I had a meeting near 
Fort Steele whioh waa very well attended, 
and those present expressed their entire 
satisfaction with provincial affairs in gen- 
eral. I found all along the line aatiafaotion 
with the actions of the Government. There 
was some talk of Mr. Neilson running aa an 
Opposition candidate in East Kootenay, but 
it was not generally credited. 

" At Golden a good doal of enterprise is 
being manifested, due prinoipally to the 
oontraot for ties for the C.F.B. having been 
awarded. The proaperifcy of this town Is 
prinoipally due to the energy and bnsineas 
sagacity of Mr. Carlin. At Port Steele, 
and in the neighborhood of Cranbrook, 
several important minea have been dia- 
covered, notably one np Wild Horae Creek, 
showing a strong quartz lead containing free 
gold. Mr. Hog (engineer for tha C.P.R.) 
baa also discovered a rioh argentifeions 
galena lead on the Moyea river near Cran- 
brook, that rivals the celebrated North Star 
line, but in consequenOB of tho low price of 
silver these mines cannot at present 
be worked. Mr. Hog ia also sanguine about 
a mine called the Prinoeaa May, near Cran- 
brook, and he ia doing conaiderablo work 
upon it. In the North (in the Spallumcheen 
district) about 120 tons of very rioh ore has 
been shipped from the Vermont oreek 
mines. Altogether the mining proapocts are 
remarkably good, but further progroaa must 
depend upon a rise in the price of silver. 
Tho oropa in the district are looking exceed- 
ingly well, and are further advanced than 
the crops in tho Westminster district. 
There has been a heavy fall of rain— -a great 
boon for the farmers. Mr. Hanson, near 
Wasa, haa increased his orchard, whioh is 
doing very well, and tho splendid apples it 
produced last season provo that the district 
is admirably fitted for fruit culturo. 

" At Fort Steele, Mr. Mather liaa erected 
a large new hotel, to meet the requirements 
of the public when railway conatruotion 
oommenoea. At present there ia no newa 
of railway building .in the near future, and 
wo cannot expect any rapid development of 
that part of the country nntil the railway 
is brought in, to develop its rioh reaonrces. 
Capt. Armstrong, with hie oharacteriatlc 
enterprise, ia about to start a new steamer 
to run from Golden, via the Canal, from tho 
Columbia lake to Kootenai river. It will 
there meet a steamer which runa from Jeu- 
niogs. on the Great Northern, to Fort 
Steele, thus making through steam connec- 
tion between Jennings and Golden, a dia- 
tanoe of about 270 miles." 



Excitement in Hewfiaandlanil. 

St. Johns, Nfld., May 22 —The excite- 
ment at Bay de Verde is intense. Persistent 
attempts are being made to arouse seotar- 
ianism and ii is feared that tho election will 
not conclude without further disturbance. 
Polling takes place to-morrow and ten addi- 
tional polioo officers hftvo been sent there 
from this city to preserve the peace. To-day 
tho legislature was again prorogued nntil 
May 30. Thia ia deaigned to give the gov- 
ernment time to decide upon its ooaraa con' 
aequent on the results of the election. 

ItCHullR of tbo Coal Famine. 
Hamilton, May 22 — Owing to tho scar- 
city of ooal, as a result of which the Grand 
Trunk will carry none but perishable gooda, 
two branohes of the Canadian screw works 
were completely dosed down to-day, forcing 
150 out of employment. The Hamilton 
Sower Pipe Co., also closed down becanae 
tho railway rcfuaed to carry the product of 
tho factory. A firm here baa contracted for 
a quantity of soft coal from Nova Scotia 
and a atoamer will arrive on Thursday from 
Montreal with about COO tons. 



Curtain gooda iu abundance at Woiler 
Bros.' Tho latoat consignmont camo 
through from the well knowu firm of Lib- 
erty, of London, and compriaea the finest 
gooda ever seen (of their kind) in tho Prov- 
ince.

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HAWAII'S CONSTITUTION. 



Outline of Some of Its Provisions—

Fresldent Dole Likely, to Be Bcap- 
pointed— Fears of a Native 
Uprlsinsr. 



Sak Francisco, May 22.— Tha United 
Proaa oorrespondont at Honolulu, writing 
under date of May 15, par atcamor Gaolio, 
wbioh arrived laat evening saya: Tlis roako- 
up of the oooatitntiona} oonvention wbtoh is 
to meet on the Slat iaat., has furniiabed a 
Btrikiug illustration of the native oljaraotor 
of the vvholo nioveniont. Fifteen or eighteen 
of thorn were born and bred in Honolulu ; 
of thi) rotnainin(» three two have been hero 
since childhood, while the third ia a man cf 
loni; reaidenoa and thoroughly identified in 
all hia intereata with the oountoy of his 
adoption. " 

The British warship Champion will leavo 
for Victoria, B. C. , on May 26. After dock- 
ing at Esquimalt abe will proceed to Behricg 
Sea. 

An inquiry at the foreign ofiSce elicited 
the fact that the minister waa entirely ignor- 
ant of the existence of a new treaty between 
Hawaii and Japan which abrogates their 
convention of 1881 and givoa Japanese aub- 
jeota the same privileges aa Hawaiian citi- 
zona. The news of the alleged treaty waa 
received here in the form of a telegram aont 
out!;froni Vuncouvor. 

There have been rumors for several days 
of a propoaed attempt by the Royaliata to 
capture the exooutivo building by corrupting 
the guards. The loyalty of tho commanding 
ofTicers of tho troops which guard tho build- 
ing is implicitly relied upon and tho govern- 
ment are not approhenaivo of any untoward 
act. Aa tho citizona' guard ia in tho best 
condition for quickly asaembling and con- 
centrating at any given point, it ia not pro- 
bahlo the Royalists will care to provoke it 
by any upriaing. 

Tho constitutional convention, the mom- 
bors of which were elected on May 3, 
will meet on May 30. The new constitu- 
tion, as drawn up by tho present executive 
coanoil, will be presented to the convention 
but will not be made known until tho con- 
vention meets. It is learned, however, that 
tho now government ia to bo called the re- 
public of Hawaii, the executive power to bo 
vested in the president. Tho executive 
oouDoil will oonaiat of five mombera, instead 
of four, a miniater of health and education 
being added. The upper honae will oonaiat 
of fineen aenatora. At the firat general 
eleetioa they will be eleoted in three olaasea 
of five eaob,. who ' will aerve until tho next 
election, in two years, when the terms of 
aenatora of the third olaaa will expire and 
their placoa be filled by five memhera who 
will serve alx yeara. At the third election, 
in two yeara more, the lermaof those of the 
second claaa will expire and five others be 
elected to fill their places. This will alao bo 
the case with tho Senators of the first class. 
Thercifter live Senators will bo elcotod at 
each oleotioD. The qualifications of a Sena- 
tor will bo that he shall bo 30 yeara old, 
shall be able to read and write the English 
language, shall have resided in the ialands 
three years, shall own property of not less 
than $0 000 in value, and shall have an in- 
come of SI, "JOG a year. The assembly, or 
lower house, is to consist of fifteen members, 
six from tho ialand of Oahu and three each 
from Hawaii, Maui and Kauai. They will 
serve for tv/o yeara only. A mem- 
ber of tho assembly muat bo a 
cit izen of Hawaii or a citizona of any country 
which has treaty relations with Hawaii and 
have resided in the islands for at leaat one 
year He must he able to read and write 
tho English or Hawaiian language, except 
in ihc caae of those who voted in tho recent 
eleotion, to whom this requirement dooa not 
apply, Mtetinga of the legislature are to be 
held every two yeara. The firat aession 
will be held at auoh time aa the preaent 
executive and advisory oouooil ahall appoint, 
probably aome time in September. The 
preaident will have the power of veto, whioh 
can be overrnied by a two-thirda vote of 
hoth bouaea. 

It is the preaent intention to have Presi- 
dent Dole reappointed for a term of yeara, 
probably six, after which the office will be 
filled by regular eleotions. It ia more than 
likely, also, that the present miniatera will 
bo retained for a few y^ars, aa their appoint 
ment rests with tho President. The new 
conatitution can be amended or roviaed in 
the ordinary way, but it ia oxpreasly stipu- 
lated that no amendment containing a pro- 
position for tho establishment of a mon- 
archcial form of govurnmont ahall bo pre- 
sented. Members of both liousea aro to re- 
ceive SiOO for each sesaion. 

Tho claim ia now made that when tho re- 
public is declared the natives will make the 
long looked-for uprising. The royalist lead- 
ers siy that they are restrained by tho ex- 
prtsaod wish of the ex quoen, who still haa 
great faith in the United States. 

There haa been considerable talk recently 
of a number of ardent royalists who are aaid 
to have enlisted in tho army, ready to help 
the ex-queen'a caueo in case of a revolution. 
That there are very few if any such cases ia 
fully believed by the government, as the 
troopa have been oonaiderubly reduced and 
only the beat known and truated men are 
kept in the service. 

Sonndinga in Pearl Harbor are atill being 
made, and a depth of thirly ono feet haa 
been reaofaed and nothim^ but aand encoun- 
tered. The work will, from preaent iudioa- 
tions, b3 continued about a week longer. 

DilFcrencoa are likely to arise upon tho 
quoation of admitting Chinese and Japaneae 
to citizenship by naturalization. They are 
generally regarded aa ton divorae from Euro- 
peans in all their political and social idous 
to be able to aot with them benofloially or 
safely in votinc Probably few of them 
would be willing to renounce their alle- 
gianco. Tho public aentiment among the 
whites here rules strongly against any par- 
ticipation of Asiatics in our politics. 

As tho olootorato of tho lower houae ren- 
ders ic liable to become controlled by merely 
factious elements it ia propoaed that in caeo 
of refusal by that body to pass the neoeaaary 
appropriations the upper house shall have 
the power to authorize the continuance of 
former appropriations of a necessary charac- 
ter. This it is thought will be aufSoient to 
disarm the lower house of its power to blocU 
the wheels of government. 

As to submitting the oonstitutiou to a 
vote of the regiatered voters, as many advo- 
cate, after being agreed on by tho conven- 
tion, the executive does not favor that 
'course, on the ground that a possible rejec- 
tion would canae confusion and disaster, and 
that l>ut few of the voters are sufTLoiontly 
Boquainted with tho Hubjeot to vote intelli- 
, gently. npon it. They have clioson com- 



petent delegates, whose judgment should 
determine the questions involved. 

Twelve hundred contract laborers are pre- 
pared to start from Japan for Hawaii, and 
lyill arrive here, in July. Whether any 
more wUl be allowed' to come will depend 
upon whether the new conatitution ahall 
drsoriminata in any way sgainat Japanese 
aubjeota. i. :'; •

San Fbanoisco, May 19.— The American 
sealing scheoner George Feabody, from San 
Francisco, haa put into Yokohama, She 

reports having experienced rough weather. 
A tidal wave struck tho vessel, washing 
two men overboard and carrying away two 
boats. Tho men were rescued. The Cap- 
tain and twenty men of the American seal- 
ing schooner Henry Donnia, v/hioh recently 
grounded and beoanio a wreck on Shibotsu 
island, have reached Hakodate.

LoKDON, May 22 — (Special)— In his ad- 
dress here loat night Mr. Meredith, leader 
of the Opposition, attacked the Government 

on its alleged surplus, which ho claimed con- 
sisted of certain moneys left in their hands 
by the Sandfield Mucdonald administration 
and whioh they could not touch until the ar- 
bitrators concluded their labors. Mr, Mer- 
edith dcolarbd that unless the timber limits 
were carefully handled direct tsxation wou!d 
bo the inevitable result. Biennial aeasiona 
were strongly advocated. There wore too 
many laws already, and a aaving of ?50,000 
or $80,000 might bo readily effected. Ho 
said there were no iron mines ia operation 
In Canada because there waa no encourage- 
ment for them. Mr. Meredith dealt at con- 
siderable length with the Government's pro- 
hibition policy, and said the administration 
should bow to the will of the people. Be- 
fore making a law the Legiolature should 
submit a bill to the people for their final 
decision.

After some general discusuinn the matter 
woa left in absyanoe, till Mr. Hosmer's 
reply is received by Mr< Forrester. 

The select committee to icqnire into 
freight rates were granted farther time to 
report. 

A letter was read from D Clifford, Mosa 
Vale, New 8outh Wales, etoting that be is 
collecting iufurmation for an export com- 
pany for the produee of bis district, and ask- 
ing for statistioi and Information in regard 
to produce trade generally, and more espec- 
ially butter, of which his district could ex- 
port ■10 to 50 tons per month from Septem- 
ber to February. 

The secretary stated that in reply to thia 
tho committee on manufactures had instruct- 
ed him to advise Mr. Clifford that tho but- 
ter used here ia principally Canadian cream- 
ery, which hold the market from July to 
February, and coats the wholesale trade on 
an average '22 cents. The California butter 
cnmea in the intervening montha in rolls of 
1^ lbs. and coating 23 to 24 cents a pound. 
By 1st September there will be a cold stor- 
age plant in operation in tho city, giving 
every faci'ity for perishable articles, and the 
cost of storing It ia anticipated will be abnnt 
is. per lb. per month on butter. Mr, Clif- 
ford should send a sample shipment 
and place it in the hands of 
reliable persona to teat the market. The 
duty is 4 cents, wharfage 50 cents a ton, and 
drayage 50 cents a ton. 

The Secretary had done as rrquested, for- 
warded information, and as Mr, Byrne had 
left on tho VVurrimoo for Australia, had 
given Mr. Clifford bia name, so chat he could 
comniunicite with him. 

The action of the committee wia ratified, 

W. G Andrewari ha wrote fifom Melbourne, 
Australia, acknowledging the receipt of the 
Secretary's letter of January 29 in regard to 
tho Tuspnaciin Exhibii ion, intimating that 
tho Board would bo prepared to co-operate 
as aoon as tho Dominion Government have 
completed arrangements for sending exhibits 
to the Tuamanian exhibition. Up to tho pre!- 
ent time no information had been received 
aa to what; was bsing doDO by tho Govern- 
ment. Time was limited, and it would be 
necesaary for active steps to bo taken if 
anything ia to be done in the matter.

THE CAMPAION. 

The Government party are working on 
tho Island and the Mainland quietly and 
confidently. They have no doubts as to tho 
result of tbe campaign. They know their 
Btrength and are not in the least disoomposed 
or disconcerted at the brag and blaster of 
the Opposition. They are well aware that 
in almost every district it is put on for the 
double purpose of keeping their friends in 
heart and of imposing on tbe supporters of 
the Government. But in tho latter object 
they fail utterly. Let them boast as loudly 
aa they may they will not prevail upon a 
single supporter of the Uovornmont to join 
them. But it appears to us that they 
a wise in their generation when they keep 
on blowing their triiinpots as lustily aa llieir 
strength will allow, Thoy know full well 
that it is only by putting on a trinmphant 
air and talking as if they were al- 
ready sare of success, that they 
can retain their apparent hold of 
hundreds. On the other hand , 
there are liirge nunibcrs of electors formerly 
inclined to f ivor the Opposition who, when 
they look aronnd them and see the kind of 
men they are asked to support and the prin- 
olplea they are required to oonntenanoe and 
even advance, mike up their minds to vote 
for the supporters of tho Government. 
" We know," say they, " what thoy are and 
what to expect from thorn, but tho Lord 
only knows what the motley crow that form 
the Opposition would tako it into their 
beads to do if they had tbe obanoe. No one 
knows what their principles are or what 
their programme will be." 

There are more who talk in this way than 
most people have any idea of. Tho distrust 
of tho leaders of tho Opposition ia deep and 
it is widespread. Those who feel it do not 
say mnch, but they think a great deal. 
The respect for and the conSdence in the 
Premier aro grovving daily. Tho people ad- 
mire him for hia ability and his courut^o. 
They eee that ho ia always ready to moot 
his opprnsnta and ia able to give 
a good account of tbe acts of 
his administration. The manly qualities that 
he has exhibited are in striking contrast to 
the oontemptiblo way in which loading men 
of tho Opposition conducted thomao!v ■ 
while the Logialaturo waa in seaaion and 
ainoa. Thinking electors notice these things 
and draw their own conclusions from them. 



NOT TO BE DENIED. 

Wo aro gild to see that Col. Prior huo 
been persevering in bis advooaoy of the 
cause of tbe permanent military force of the 
Dominion. It is a reproach to the country 
that it should avail itself of tho aervioes of 
good men during their pr:"rio, pay them in- 
auffioiontly, and then, when thoy are worp 
out and unable to learn a now buaincaa, 
throw them heartlessly upon the world 
without the slightest provision foe their 
support in their old age. We know that 
there aro some narrow-minded, amall-EOuIod 
people in tho Dominion who are 
horrified wlioc thoy hoar tho word 
" pension " uttered. AccordinK to them, 
ponsiona are not justifiable under any oir- 
cuniHtunoog. No matter bow much a coun- 
try muy bs indebted to men who have spent 
their best days insufBoiently remunerated 
in its service, they must not get a dollar 
When they are unable to work any longer, , 



So muoh haa been said and written about 
Samoa of late years biiat it might be oonsid- 
erod a large, rioh and important country. 
We find that three great nations have en- 
tered into an agreement to preserve its 
neutrality and to protect tho white people 
who have made tho islands their homo. 
When it is known that tbe native popula- 
tion all told is only 35,000, and that tho 
foreigners living among them numbor leas 
than four hundred — and in these are in- 
cluded fourteen Chinese — tho reader may be 
well excused for wondering what all tho fuss 
is about. The islands appear to be a kind 
of paradise without its innooence. Al- 
though their inhabitants have everything that 
mortals in their condition need wish for, 
they are not (happy ; they began fighting 
among thomaolvos and Europeans interfered 
to keep tho peace and to make the country 
safe for civilized people to live in. An 
agreement was made at tbe Berlin Confer- 
enoe under which the administration of the 
atlairs of the islands was provided for and 
their neutrality guaranteed by England, 
Germiny and the United States, But by 
»'l accounts tho tripartite govornnient haa 
baen " a failure so undisguised that some 
modiGoation of existing arrangements is by 
common consent admitted to be essential if 
European relations with the Islands are to 
be maintained." 

The trade of tlio country is, aa might be 
supposed, not extensive. It deals moro 
largely with New Zealand than with any 
other oonntry. Its trade with that island 
amounts to about $150,000 a year. The 
whole trade of tho country in which the 
Powers most interested are concerned does 
not amount to half a million of dollars. It 
is, thoreforo, not to bo expected that thoy 
will concern themaelvea very muoh about 
Samoa, Thero were in 1891 on the islands 
235 British subjects, 67 Germans, 25 Nor- 
wegians, l-l French and 12 United States 
citizens. It ia aeon, therefore, that neither 
as r'sgarda trade nor population, or both to- 
gether, has any civilized country a large 
interest in Samoa. 

New Zealand appears desirous to assume 
control over Samoa, and as it is the country 
with which tho Samoans have tho 
lirgost dealings it ia reasonable to 
conclude that some kind of union would 
bo beneficial to both. But it docs not ap 
pear that tho Groat Powers aro prepared to 
place Samoa completely under British con 
trol, though whit objections they can 
have to such an arrargsmont it is dilllcult 
to see. It might be bupposed that all three 
powers would bo pleased to get rid of tho 
responsibility of administering the affairs of 
a handful of somi barbarians in whom they 
oan have little or no interest, and see them 
safely aheltered under the wing of a civil- 
ized community who have a direct and a 
comparatively large intoreat in making and 
In keeping them peaceful and prosperous. 



tion from all sides direotly ha began to ex- 
plain the purpose of the,' meeting, and the 
disorder increased opon the, next speaker, 
Mr. 9terndd,.. appeMing 'on the platform.

all rolled ofT among tho aeata below. Ready 
for ructions tho audienoe all rose to their 
feet and shouted until they were hoarse. 

The police were called in and after they 
had turned the rowdies out they had their 
own innings, and allowed only whom they 
favored to speak. Xbia waa not bad for a 
oonntry which baa had only a tew years' 
experience of constitutional government. 
If the Japoneao improve at their present 
rate ib will not be long before thoy have 
their Coxey and their General Kelley, and 
if a revolution does not Intervene they may 
arrive at tbe point of development in whioh 
a Pennoyer and a Lewelliog aro posaible. 

The journalism of the Japanese appears to 
bo quite aa far advanced as the art of politi 
Oil agitation. The oritioism of tho news 
papers on the polioy of tho Government ia 
tronohant, and is spiced with personalities 
whioh are rather pungent. The Cabinet is 
spoken of as " a do-nothing Cabinet " and 
an " incapable Cabinet." Ono of the min- 
isters ia stigmatized as a "dinner min 
later "; thia seems to be equivalent to 
the " figurehead " of Western oounlriea, 
Charges of corruption are freely made, and 
ministers are accused of tho most Qagitioua 
favoritism. So truculent did the Mainichi 
Shumburi become that it waa suspended on 
the charge of disturbing the poaco of tho 
country. Japan does not yet appear to have 
produced a Junius, but there have evidently 
arisen in it a whol^ swarm of " ink- 
slingers " of tbe baser sort. We shall see 
by-and by how its Parliaments do their 
work.

PROORESS /jY japan. 

Tlio politlcil education of tbe people of 
Japan ia proRreaaing. They aro beginning 
to know what aro their rights as free men 
and they aro learning to exeroiso and assert 
them in tho most approved faahion. It waa 
only tho other day, ao to spoali, that they 
wore the submissive subjects of a despotic 
Mikado. They had no wills of their own, 
no rights and no privileges but such aa their 
heaven-sent rulora vouobaafed to them. All 
that the Mikado or other Highmlghtiness 
had to do when one of the people beoame 
obnoxious to him waa by a speoial messen- 
ger to send him a sword, and he, talcing the 
significant bint,' forthwith used it to put an 
end to hia own lifo, Tbe process was called 
hara kiri. It was not a pretty one, but it 
was very eflfeotive. 

But this and other old customs have be- 
come obsolete in Japan, The Japanese are 
free now. They have a Constitution of their 
own and they enjoy representative iuatitu- 
tiona. Thoy vote by ballot and thoy hold 
public nieotings. It ia at thcno mootinga 
that they bast show to the world how far 
their political education has advanced 
They have learned how to oheer political 
oratprs. They have progceased so far bb to 
be able to howl a speaker down. They seem 
to have reduced interruption to a fine art 
And some of tho village politicians who 
have cone through all the degrees have suo- 
coodod in breaking up a meetin); in disorder. 
The follov/ing passage from a Japanese jcur- 
nai, were ib not) for tbe outlandish namii 
might have - been cut out of the report of a 
Canadian country newspaper : 

It waa anticipated that tho meeting would 
U3t puea oil' cjuietly, as it v\us known that 
Boahi (heelorn) attached to opposition parties 
would be preaent.

The City Council had a apeoiol mt>etlng In 
the Mayor's office last ereaing, tbe ]prinoi- 
pal object being to disooss the proposed 
waterworks regnlation by-law. There wore 
present the Mayor, Aid, Vigeliua, Dwyor, 
Ledingham, Keith - Wilson, Humphreys, 
Baker, Styles and Munn. 

A report from the Finance committee 
recommending payment to the Jubilee hos- 
pital ol the $2,000 provided for them in the 
estimates, provoked some dlacusBion. 

Ald. ViOELius objected to the grant, 
now that tho $35,000 by-law was passed. 

Ald Wii.son, speaking aa a member of 
the committee, was of opinion that the 
usual course had boon to pay the appropria- 
tion later in tho season, when tho taxes bo- 
gan to come in. However, it waa for the 
Council to decide whothor the city or tbe 
hospital needed the money most just at pre- 
aent. 

Hie Worabip explained that this was the 
annual grant to help to carry on tho hospital, 
and they need not tbink that bocauee the 
by-law was passed the oily would not have 
to assist to carrying on tbe hospital in 
future. It was reafly a city boapital, and 
should be looked at in that light. 

Ald. Bakbr favored paying the nionoy 
now. The city in that event would only 
lose the interest on the money for a few 
months. 

Ald Stvles had understood that the aid 
to the Jubilee hospital would not be asked 
if the by-law passed. 

Ald. Keith- Wilson replied that had 
never been intended. Aid. Styles must hove 
misunderstood tho matter. 

Ald. Vioeliuh moved that tbe report be 
laid over; but when it was pointed out to 
him that the hospital was badly in need of 
the money, he withdrew his opposition and 
on Aid. Baker's motion, seconded by Aid. 
Hampbroya, tho report waa adopted. 

Ald Dwyer Introduced his watorworka 
regulation by-law, which he explained was 
intended to regulate the rates paid and to 
make the mode of collecting rates easier and 
more aatisfaotory. A by-law of this kind 
was badly needed and this one he thought 
would meet the ciso satiafaotorily.

And ShoM'fl tLo Proviuce to Bo Healthy 
aucl Vifforoua and Its Wealtli 
Doiibliug aud Trebliug Up. 



Hivvint; peviowod tho policy uf the (lov- 
ornment oxteudiiig ovur i\ luiiubur of 
yours, and caViifully iinalyzed tho coiidi- 
tions wliicli havo entered into and dictat- 
ed tliat policy, let us now briefly and 
accurately present some of the results. 

We propose to illustnito by a few fig- 
ures of cotnpamon the progress which 
the country has made since 1880, tho 
period at which for convenience we have 
drawn the line between the old and new 
conditions inth is Pcovinoe. In this yre 
do hofc'-propose to point to the marrellous 
progress made in particular districts, sucli 
as West Kootenay, Okanngan and West- 
minster, or in tho cities of tho Coast, be- 
cause that is within the personal knowl- 
edge of us all and self- evident, but con- 
sider the Province as a whole. 

The aggregatu of import and e.xpoit 
trade of the Province in 1887 was S'),- 
9ly,45o ; in 1802 it was .^13,070,578. 

Tho revenue of tho Province in 1880 
was §515,282 ; in 1893, §1,019,200. 

The ordinary assets of the Province in 
1886 were §789,829 ; in 1893,81,492,734. 

The aggregate assessment iu the four 
cities of the Coast in 1886 was §10,750,- 
000 ; in 1803, $40,750,000. 

The population of 18S1 was 49, -15!) ; in 
18',);! (census returns), 98,170. 

The number of schools in 1886 was 92 ; 
in J 803. 100. 

Tiie number of teachers employed in 
1880 was JPi ; in 180;!, 242. 

The number of pupils in attendance in 
1886 was 5,345 ; in 180.3, 11,400. 

The avprage attendance in 18S6 was 
2,873; in 1893, 7,111. 

Tlie expenditure for education in 188() 
was 888,621 ; in 1893, §190,558. 

The value of our fisheries in 1880 was 
§1,974,887 ;in 1893, §4,250,000. 

The revenue based on Provincial assess- 
ment in 1880 was $73,177; in 1893, 
§211,088. 

The output of coal in 1187 was 413,- 
3(iO tons ; in 1893, 078,204 tons. 

Since the year 1886 there has been ex- 
pended : 

In hospifals and public institutions, 
$300,000; in education, §913,000; in 
mads, streets, bridges and wharves, $1,- 
450,349 ; in works and buildings, §546,- 

949 ; in surveys, §106,077. 

Besides tho cost of tho administration 
of justice, civil govornnieut and all tho 
rest of it, in forms of land subsidy or guar- 
antee, assistance has been granted to tho 
following roads thaf.areeithercomplotedor 
under way : Tho E-iquimalt & Nanainio, 
Shusvap & Okanagan, Columbia Koot- 
enay, Nelson & Fort Sheppard, Nakusp 
& Slocan, Kaslo & Slocan and Victoria & 
Sidney Railways. 
' The other railways to which the Legis- 
lative Assembly has pledged assistance 
are tho British Columbia Southern, the 
Chilliwack Railway, the Nicola Valley 
Railway, the Ashcroft & Cariboo Rail- 
way; and in this connection the assistance 
guaranteed to the bridge over tho Fr.iser 
at Westminster is to bo considered. 

The assistance guaranteed to the jiro- 
niotion of tho dykintj aud drainage in 
Weatniinster district is in llno with the 
fore^'oing enterprises and not less im- 
portant. 

We quote bore f roM the Budget Speech 
of the Hon. the Finance Minister : 

"There have been built 110 school 
houtes at a cost of §174,441 ; 10 jails and 
lockups, §26,985 ; 12 court houses, §180,' 
692 ; 695,000 acres of land surveyed, 
§83,424 ; 1.200 miles of road, 800 miles 
of trail, COO bridges and 5,000 miles of 
roads and bridges kept in repair, at a 
cost of §1,531,083, making a total of 
§2,007,225, or a total expenditure on 
public works during this period of over 
§2,000,000. If wo deduct from this 
§300,000 for repairs, wo have still an 
expenditure of some §1,700,000 on public 
works, which are - now represented by 
assets that are fully equal to the expendi 
ture that has been made on them. Wo 
might value the &95;O00 acres of land 
alono at least at one dollar per acre, and 
this is now open for sottlemnnt and is 
being plotted and mapped so that tho 
immigrant may bo thoroughly informed 
respecting it at tho Land Oflico. But wo 
have to add to those assets tho public 
works that will result from tho expendi- 
ture which has now to be voted, amount- 
ing to considerably over §400,000. This 
shows that the funds which wo obtained 
from the loans referred to have been 
oarefully expended in the manner 
which the country desired and which it 
expressed its own opinion of through the

Coiispirator Kim's Body Mutilated in 
FieudisU Kaahion— Fire Brings 
Calamitst In CJiina.

A report has been oirouUted by the Tok 
yo pipers that the head of Kim Ok Kiun, 

while liein); exhibited nt Soul, for tho ediG- 
ciition of the Korean public, wua stolon and 
sent tn ,lupao. A auBpioious lookioR box 
arrivuu uL. Osaka by a steamer from Korea 
early in tho preEmnt month, and the Kokkai 
states that Kim'ii head is now in the posaes- 
eioQ of Mr. Kai Gnnjl, of Shiba, Tokyo, a 
worm peraonal friend of the dead patriot. 
It ia reported to have conio from Njgaaaki 
to Osaki in a butter box, and to have been 
forwarded from Oiaka to Tokyo by train. 
Upon its arrival at Sbimbaahi station, . Mr. 
Tanemnra, one of the railway ofiSoiala, de- 
livered it to Mr. K«L Bath K«i and Tane- 
mura , are warmly attached to the 
Kim family. The rcjjiolDg at Soul 
over Kim'd death has act yet 
aubjided, and the King of Korea has re- 
cently presented Hoog (the asaaasin) with 
60,000 ryo, aa the drat tnatalment of the 
hlood money promised hio:. Kim'a body 
uaf taken to Soul iu a Chinese f>uiihoat, and 
haa been " hunt?, drawn and quartered " — 
drawn through the atreets ; cut up ; head, 
feet and hundd severed ; iliaembowellod ; 
and hungup at Vang Wha Chin, about two 
ond a half inilen from Soul, ou tho river 
which connectB Chempulpo and Soul. Tho 
inactivity of tho Japanese government in 
tho Kim caao will bo made tho principal 
plunk in tha opposition platform and oon- 
teata during tho upproboiirg ataaion of the 
Diet, and hal{ a dozen uoticon of queutiona 
which ars likely to embarraaa the ministry 
are already on the order paper. 

Newa has been received of a great fire in 
Anhui province, China. The place vitittd 
bv the calamity is cal'ed Shuch'o.^g, some 
(35 miles diataof from 'ho homo of the 
Viceroy Li. Nearly 2,()00 houses were 
destroyed, includiog ihe residence of the 
district ma^latrate, hie yamen and the 
prison, 1,500 families being rendered home- 
less. When the yamen was wrapped in 
fl»mes, the magistrate, finding that with tho 
few engines at hand be could not check the 
fire, donned his official robes and sat down 
in bia audienoe hall to meet death. Ao old 
servant foroibly dragged him out to a place 
of safety. It ts said that over a million taels 
worth of property was destroyed. 

The Japanese Offieial Gazette of the llih 
instant reports that the Hiroshima pref«o- 

tural government have for some time been 
exploiting tho oowt of the prefecture for 
pearl ehclls, by means of divers, and re- 
cently mother of-pcarl sholla havo been 
found off tho island of Gimokari 
in Aki district and on the coast of the ieland 
of Kimi Ojaki, Toyota district. The de- 
poaita ofT the former appear to be between 
two and eix years old, and cfif the latter 
from two to five yeara old, 

By a freshet oa tho tlver Han, which 
empties into the Yaogtze at HunkoWi great 
dan aje has tern done to tho junk Heet and 
many lives have been lost. Native estimates 
place the number of junliB destroyed at .320, 
and the number of lives lost at QOO.

Casnalties *ou the Japan Coast— Ter- 
rible Privations of Several 
Wrecked Crews. 



Captain Miner Describes How His 
Vessel Was Lost— Sailors on 
Trial for Mutiny. 



Captain H, J. Snow, of the San Franoiaoo 

soaler Ketiiever, who was separated from 
hia schooner oa April 2, and given up ua 
joat in the gale of the following night, has 
arrived aafely ab Yokohama, after enduring 
hardships and privatione 'suoh as turn the 
hair gray. Three days after hia separation 
from thesohooner, he was picked up by the 
Bowhead, on which bo remained until occa- 
sion presented for landing at a point whence 
he oould make hia way in safety biok to 
oiviliziktion. Onboard the Bowhead when 
the Retriever's baafe was picked up, was 
another lost boat belongio); to the Win- 
chester. Fortunately the Bowhead is a 
good-sizad vessel and has a flush deck, so 
there was pU'Uty of roori for tho nine boats. 
The Wincheeter was fuUen in with on the 
a'anio (ir>y tho Nunibu coast was iiinde, and 
her bQa'..'a crow went aboard. Her hunter 
is a brother of tho captain, who had given 
him up HB dead, thinking he had buon cap- 
sized, and never expecting to see hihi again. 

Ou April '20 the Bowhead spoke tho May 
Belle, which ran down to her to inquiro if 
she hud picked up or seen any boats belong- 
ing to her. She had lost three boats out of 
five the pi ovioua day, in one of which was 
her captain. The evening of tho ne.xt day 
she was spoken again, but had seen nothing 
of her boats. The breeze was fresh from tho 
north, with rain, and the nights bitterly 
cold, and unless tho boats had been taken 
aboard some other of the fleet those in them 
were having a very hard time of it. On the 
off shore sealing ground therd were very few 
vessels, but in approaobing the coast tho 
Bowhead fell in with several, from whom 
the foltowiog iaformation was gathered : 

The San Fronolsoo schooner Masootte, lost 
with all hands, bad been capsized, and the 
wbaliog bark G. D. Morgan had been 
alongside trying to right her. Her boats 
were lashed on deck and she had two reefs 
in her foresail. It is supposed she waa 
overturned in the heavy gale of February. 
Another sc'iooner (name unknown) painted 
giei n, was reported by tho Mattie T. Dyer, 
capaizfid and with her bow stove in. Tl e 
Carlotta G. Cox had lost three boats, and 
been forced bjiok to port for repairs. When 
in Isbinoir.aki, two naval oflicora belonging 
to a Japaceso warship which had been out 
in search of lost boats or vessels along the 
coast, informed Captain Snow that about 
250 miles or thereabouts oCf shore, their 
vesaol hud been alongside tho Carlotta 
G. Cox, on April 20, that she 
had capsized in a gale, and that only 
four of her craw were saved. Evidently 
there was a mistake in tho name ; the wreck 
was in all probability tha^ of the Charlotte. 
The boat of the Agnea Macdonald was found 
full of water, with gun lashed ; this leaves 
no farther room for doubt that hunter 
Charles Willi im?, Sam Lewis and their boat 
Bteeror have been lost. Many minor disas- 
ters to boats, etc., are also reported, for- 
tunately nnattended with loss of life. 

The oasnaltiea among the sealing ftset off 
the Japanese coast during the past two 
seasons alone far outnumber the accidents 
and losses on the American side for' the 
whole of the time seaUng operations have 
been carried on. The weather is more 
treacherous on the other side, the currents, 
strong and variable, the tide-ripr, dan- 
geroui), and the hunting grounds ex- 
tend much further off shore than op this side. 
In addition to tho Masootte and Henry 
Denni.", the English achooLcr Charlotte, 
owned in Japar, is also known to have gone 
down, as well as the Roaio Sparks and Mat- 
tie Turner of San Francisco, wreokaae from 
which has drifted ashore tuUy confirming 
tho reports oJ their misfortunes in the gJla. 
Captain Miner, skipper of the Henry Don- 
nis, who returned by tho Empress, thus de- 
scribes Lbs less of that well known vessel : 

" The Henry Donnia waa lost on April I-l 
at Sabitsu island. Wo were trying to make 
a harbor in the fog and ran on a reef. We 
got away in our boats, and later rescued the 
vessels catch of SGI skins and the personal 
.effects of tho crew. The sea and wind later 
drove the vessel upon the reef and her keel 
was pounded out of place; aho virtually split 
in two, although when I sold 
her she waa still clinging together. 
Wo were 800 miles from Yokohama 
and had a very hard time getting to that 
port. The Japaneae transportation com- 
.pany tried by every moans in their power to 
beat us, and with oar baggage and sealskins 
we had a pretty tough time of it. None of 
the crew came back with me, but remained 
to ship on the other schooners. I left my 
sealskins in Hukodate, there to await orders 
-from Seattle ; I hated to see the Dennis go, 
for she was u good vessel and I had sailed 
her for many a milu."

Alt;er, 51MJ odd ; Marion, 700 odd ; Ca.-ico, 
700; Anaconda, 200; Houry Den- 
nis (lost near Shikoian) 801 ; Dora 
• Sieward, 1,321; Bronda, 1,200; Mary 
Ellon, 1,000; Heatrico, 930 ; Agnea Mc- 
Donald, SOO ; Ojcar and Hattio, 630 ; E. B. 
Marvin, SOO ; Viva, 300 ; Ariotaa, 800 ; 
Umbrina, 800 Annie E, Paint, 600 ; Car- 
lotta G. Cox, 55-1 ; Mary Taylor, 500 ;

The American schooner Edward K. Web- 
ster, of San Francisco, arrived at Yokohama 
on May 3, reporting that fourteen of her 
saflors had mutinied on April 28, refusing 
to work and impeding the progress of the 
voyage. Captain McLean niado alTidavit 
that they also threatened the lives of two of 
the crew who had refused to join in the 
mutiny, and forced them to do as they did. 
Most of those sailors, be said, belonged to 
the Sailors' .Union lately broken up in San 
Francisco, and were of the worst element 
afloat, never having intended to work and 
only golog out iu order to get the advance. 
Tho case waa ventilated before the Consul- 
Genera) tho following day, when evidence 
was presented by the crovY to the ofloot that 
tho only occasion on which they had refused 
duty waa when tlicy were ordered to go 
out in the boats in tho midst of a donso 
fog and with a six- knot breeze blowing. 
As tho ship had no fog-horn tho danger in- 
volved in tho execution of this order was 
apparent. Moreover, tho men denied that 
most of their number were members of the

SERVIAN SITUATION. 

Alexander Declared to Have Forfeited the 
Frlcudehip of Russia and Imiierilled 
the Peace of Bassla. 

St. Petersucrg, May 22.— The Rnaaian 
minister at BetRrade has been informed 
that Russia will in no way interfere in the 

present state of things in Servia. This ia 
understood to mean that King Alexander 
hua forfeited the friendship of Russia by hia 
action in the interest of his father, ex-King 
Milan, who is believed to have instigated 
tho Servian ooup d' etat. Ex-King Milan ia 
attacked in the Russian newspapers. They 
aays hia intrigues are likely to compromise 
tho general peace of Europe. They demand 
his immediate withdrawal from tho kingdom. 
King Alexander aays iu hia proclamation 
that when tho passiona of tho dialoyal 
shall have been allayed and order restored 
throughout tho kingdom, he will, in har- 
mony with his people, frame a now ooaati- 
tuticn. Tho Politiche Correspondonz, an 
official organ aaya that Frtnoe Kurageorge, 
the pretender to the Servian throne, has 
left St. Petersbnrg for Roumauia.

To Regulate Hawkers and Peddlers. 

WHEREAS, in ancordanco with tho provi- 
aiona of tho Municipal Act, 1892, and amenda- 
tory Aota thereto, tho Couno 1 is empowered to 
make, alter and repeal bj-lawa inter alia to 
liconso, regulate and govern hiwkora and ped- 
dlers in suoh manner aa may bu doomed ex- 
pedient. 

Therefore, tho Munlolpal Council of tho Cor- 
poration of tho City of Viototia onacta oa fol- 
lows 

1. Tho Hawkers nnd Poddlors Numbering 
By law, 1893 (No. ItO), la horoby ropoalod. and 
tho followinK by-law aubslltutod tliorofor : 

2. Every Hawkor or Peddler hawking or 
peddling within tho llndta of tho City of Vic- 
toria shall pay a liconso feo of ?23 for every six 
montlis, OS provided by tho Rovonuo By-law, 
1893. 

3. Every Hawker or Peddler Uoensed under 
the Uovonuo By-law, 1M3, shall at the time of 
Uio issue of hia liconso receive from tho Col- 
lector a pUto bearing a number, whioh shall 
bo alllxed on a prominent place on tho outsido 
of his wagon, cart or other vohiclo or basket, 
or other recoptaclo for carrying or convoying 
hia goods, wares or raorchaiidlBO, and aald 
plate ahall romnin thoreoa dvirliiy tho poriofl 
torwliich tho lloenau Is granted, or in case 
more than one b,'\aket or other riooptuclo ia 
carried by the liconso.'. then tho plato shall bo 
attached to one of suoti baskets or other ro- 
coptaoloa, and auoh plato ahall bo returned to 
the Collooior at tho expiration of tho torm of 
tho Uoonao, nnd may bo rolaaued by hlui. 

1. Any person convicted of a breach of thia 
by-law shall forfeit an 1 pay at thi discretion 
of tlioconvicllrgmagistralo a penalty not ox- 
cocaing tho auni of Ofty dollars for each ofl'enco 
exclUBlvo of costs, and in default of p.iymont 
of llio said penalty and coats fotthwith tlio

o.xamlno any suoh person, his or hor clothing 
and other ciTecta until, in the opinion of tho 
Medical Health Ollicor, the period of Incuba- 
tion of tho said contng'oua or infectious dla- 
eaao shall havo boon completed, and the aald 
Medical Health OlUcor may dlalnfect or cause 
to bo dlalDfectcd. at such place and in such 
manner as ho may consider most convenient 
and boTicflo al to tho prcaoivatlon of public 
health, any such poraon, hia or her clothing and 
ell'ects."
